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Waryam Singh was a disciple of S. Sobha Singh, the 
great Sikh artist. He lived nearly all his life in the divine 
presence and patronage of Sri Satguru Partap Singh Ji at Sri 
Bhaini Sahib and Sri Jeevan Nagar. After Satguru Partap 
Singh Ji, Sri Jagjit Singh took him in his fold. 


He painted mostly from the Revolutionary Namdhari 
historical themes created during the time of Sri Satguru 
Ram Singh Ji when Satguru Ji unfurled the flag of Freedom 
on 13” April 1857, the struggle to free India from the British 
Raj. 


Guru Ram Singh started the non-co-operative 
movement against the British by Boycotting all British goods 
and means of transport. He introduced his own Postal 
System, Swadeshi garments, private schools and 
transportation. 


This was adopted by Mahatma Gandhi fifty years 
later. He abolished the practice of child marriage and girl 
infanticide. 


He also introduced marriages of widows and 
condemned the practice of Sati (self-demolition with dead 
husband). A Great Reformer, who was a thorn in the eyes 
of the British. 
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During his visit to Sri Bhaini Sahib, the headquarters 
of the First Freedom Fighters of India. the first Prime 
Minister of India, Pandit Jawahar Lal Nehru was filled with 
emotion, When he glanced at the heart rendering patriotic 
paintings of the martyrs who fought for the freedom of 
India.

Each painting depicts the 
historical events of the tumultuous times the Namdharis and 
their Guru, Satguru Ram Singh faced in the freedom 
struggle. Eventually Satguru Ji was deported to Burma, so 
that the Freedom Movement could be suppressed.
